1. The reply filed on August 12, 2002 is not fullv responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): See ** helow. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
above-mentioned reply appears to he bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to 
supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS 

TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

** In the response filed August 12, 2002, applicant canceled claim 12, amended claims 
13-21 and 23-27 to make these claims method claims, and added new claims 28-32. Applicant 
further indicates that in response to the restriction requirement, Group A "drawn to the method, 
namely clain^l-12, amended claims 13-21, 23-27 and new claims 28-32" is elected. 

This response is not fullv responsive to the election requirement of April 5, 2002, hecause 
applicant appears to have misinterpreted the requirements. The species requirement was that 
applicant make an election of selected species from a list of species groups. Specifically, three 
species elections were to he made, one each from Group A, B and C as listed. For example, 
applicant could elect species a) to claim 2 of Group A (resulting in claims 3-10 heing withdrawn 
from consideration), and species i) to claim 14 of Group B (resulting in claims 15-23 heing 
withdrawn from consideration), and species 2) to cl aim 25 of Group C (resulting in claims 24 
and 26-27 heing withdrawn from consideration). Therefore, applicant's election of Group A 
overall did not meet the species requirement; and the argument that the amended/new claims 13- 
21, 23-27 and 28-32 were now part of Group A was also incorrect. 
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icant's amendments to tke claims have resulted in the following changes to the 
species requirements listed in the April 5, 2002 restriction: 
The species of Group A remain the same 
The species of Group B are as follows: 

i) claim 14 pure magnetite 

ii) claims 15, 18, 19, 29 magnetite witk metal additions 

iii) claims 16, 18 magnetite witk intermetallic additions 

iv) claims 17, 18, 20, 21, 23, 30, 31 magnetite witk ceramic additions 
The species of Group C are as follows: 

1) cl aims 24, 32 powder material witk grain size 

2) claim 25 material in wire form 

3) cl aim 26 powder material made hy spray drying 

4) cl aim 27 powder material made ky agglomeration 

A single species of A), a single species of B) and a single species of C) must ke elected.
